WASHINGTON, Aug. 28 (AP) 
~—Federal Housing Administra- 
tor Albert M. Cole announced 
today that “decisive action” will 
be taken to compel recipients of 
millions of dollars in “windfall” 
profits on Government-guaran- 
teed mortgage loans to pay back 
the money. 


Cole said promoters. of big 
rental housing projects who paid 
windfalls to themselves violated 
Section 608 of the National 
Housing Act which provided that 
only earned income may be di 
tributed to stockholders. 


Two Inquiries Underway. 


Charges of irregularities in 
connection with housing leans 
have been under intensive study 
both by the Federal Housing 
Administration and ‘the Home 
Finance Agency, headed by Cole, 
and by the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee. Attention has centered 
on a postwar program, now ex- 
pired, designed to stimulate the 
building of apartment houses. It 
has been revealed that many 
apartment builders got Govern- 
ment-guaranteed loans far in ex- 
cess of construction costs and 
pocketed the difference. 


Chairman Capehart (Rep.), In- 
diana, of the Senate Banking 
Committee, has estimated that 
irregularities in several federal 
housing programs have netted 
builders windfalls of up to half 
a billion dollars. 


Cole said the first step toward 
recovering unearned profits has 
been taken. He said Sidney

“Section 608” corporations 
which have violated charter pro- 
visions or other regulations.

Bitter Argument. 


The effort to reach a compro- 
mise with the pro-EDC forces 
headed by* Robert Schuman and 
Pau] Reynaud, is complicated by 
the bitter personal feelings en- 
gendered by Schuman’s state- 
ment on the eve of the Brussels 
conference to the effect that he 
and his followers could not ac- 
cept the Mendes-France reserva- 
tions to the treaty.

TWO TEEN-AGE GIRLS

AUCKLAND, New Zealand, 
Aug. 28 (AP)—TWo teen-agers 
were convicted of murder today 
for beating the mother of one 
girl to death with a brick.

prison terms. 

They are Pauline Yvonne 
Parker, 16 years old, and Juliet 
Marion Hulme, 15. Because of 
their age, their crime is not 


ordered “detained at Her Maj- 
esty’s pleasure.” Such a blanket 
sentence is often used in Brit- 
ish courts in cases involving 
adolescents, where there is a 
chance conditions may change 
later and a review would be 
warranted. 

A 12-man jury found the two 
girls guilty after deliberating 
90 minutes. The verdict came 
at the end of a six-day Supreme 
Court trial in Christchurch. 

The girls left the dock for 
their prison cells solemn and 
dejected looking. Juliet, tall 
and blue-eyed, had sat with her 
fingers in her ears as the prose- 
cutor made his elosing state- 
ment. 

The defense said there was 
no doubt the girls killed Paul- 
ine’s mother, Mrs. Honora Mary 
Parker, with a brick knotted in 
a stocking, but it was contended 
the pair were “mentally sick.” 

Murdered in Park. 

The murdered woman was 
found in Christchurch public 
park last June 22 with 45 head, 
face and hand injuries.

Capitalists, Reds Must Learn 
To Get Along, Churchmen Say 


World Council Calls for Arms Cut, Bar on 
H- Bomb — Reaffirms Anti- 
Marxist Stand. 


EVANSTON, Iil., Aug. 28 (UP) 
—The World Council of Church- 
es urged today that Communist 
and capitalist countries learn to 
“live togetner” and that they cut 
armaments and bar the hydro- 
gen bomb. 

The World Council’s second 
assembly approved provisionally 
two committee reports, one deal- 
ing with international affairs 
and the other with “the respon- 
sible society in a world perspec- 
tive.” 

The international affairs re- 
port urged that nations learn to 
“live together” as the only alter- 


native to war. It said that Chris- 
tians “can never accept, as the 
only kind of existence open to 
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| nations, a state of perpetual ten- 
|e 


sion leading to inevitable war.” 
‘God Wills Peace.’ 
“On the contrary,” it said, “it 


= is the Christian conviction that 
a 


|war is not inevitable because 
God wills peace.” 

The report said that the phrase 
“living together” was substituted 
for the term “peaceful co- 
existence” because Christians feel 
that the latter term has “un- 
happy historical significance.” 

American delegates to the 
Council had raised objections 
to the co-existence phrase be- 
‘cause it first was used by the 
late Joseph Stalin and was 
_widely adopted in Communist 
propaganda. 

In the report on “the respon- 
sible society,” the assembly said 
Christians must strive for con- 
ditions under which persons of 
various ideologies can live to- 
gether peacefully. 

The report reaffairmed the 
churches’ stand against Com- 
munism, but it also voiced criti- 
cism of “self righteous ideolo- 
gies” 
threatens freedom. 

Reform Needed. 
“There is a particular danger 
that nations will over-emphasize 
the military aspect in their de- 
fense against Communism and 
fail to see the need for reforms 
in political, social and economic 
institutions as an important part 
of their. response to its chal- 
lenge,” it said. 

The report continued: “When 
American foreign policy is de- 
termined primarily by the cri- 
terion of anti-Communism, it 
generally strengthens conserva- 
tive and reactionary political 
groups in the East Asian scene 
and tends to weaken the forces 
of healthy social reform. 

“This line is bound to be self-

American church groups won 
two victories in the prolonged 
dispute over the statement on 
the assembly’s main theme, 
“Christ, the Hope of the World.”

of hope.” They were also able 
to keep in the statement a pas- 


sage. listing certain “tokens of 
hope” visible in the world today. 
This last passage was opposed by 
extremists who believe that the 
only evidenee of hope for the 
Christian isa sign that the end 
of the world ss near and that 
Christ is coming again to set up 
His supernatural kingdom. 

The American delegates got 
help on both these fights from 
some Europeans and-Asiatics. 

The Americans were led in 
both debates by Charles P. Taft, 
Episcopal layman from Cincin- 
nati, brother of the late United 
States Senator Robert A. Taft. 
Taft proved himself a better de- 
bater than the learned theolo- 
gians from the conservative side 
who opposed him. Delegates 
gave: Taft a round of applause 
in both debates when they re- 
alized that it was a layman, not 
a theologian, who was leading 
the debate over a complicated 
point of doctrine.

in the hands of persons who 

didn’t know up from down 

about the business of running 
that ball club. 

Let’s review the front of- 
fice operation of the Orioles 
since the transfer from St. 
Louis to Baltimore. In the 
purchase of the Browns Bal- 
timore acquired a field man- 
ager, one Marty Marion, who 
knew all about the ball club's 
playing personnel, and a gen- 
eral manager in Bill DeWitt, 
one of the shrewdest men 
baseball has known in 
decades. 

So what did the front of- 
fice, headed by Miles, do? It 
fired Marion because he was 
honest enough to say the ball 
club was a bad one and 
could expect to finish no 
higher than seventh. And in- 
stead of persuading DeWitt, 
who also was under contract, 
to contgibute his talents to the 
rebuilding job, the front of- 
fice hired Arthur Ehlers away 
from the Athletics. 

Manager Jimmy. Dykes un- 
doubtedly knows now that 


Marion knew what he Was 
talking about when he said it 
was a bad ball club. But he 
bravely prattles that the club 
is better than it seem’. De- 
spite that curtsy to Miles’s 
allergy for defeatism, Jim- 
my’s job seemingly is in grave 
jeopardy. 
Talent Pool Was Bled 
To Bail Out Owners. 
T TOOK a long time to get 
[ the Browns, now the Ori- 
oles, into the plight they're 
in and it’s going to take a 
long time to make them a ball 
club worthy of the name 
again. Miles says “at least 
$250,000 will be available 
next year for the purchase of 
playing talent.” 

It’s going to take much 
more than that, Mr. Miles. . 

The Browns’ troubles and 
their downward trend started 
years ago when Dick Mucker- 
man made extensive improve- 
ments in the Grand-Dodier 
baseball plant, then Sports- 
man’s Park, and invested a 
large chunk of dough in a 
new ball park at San Antionio. 

Muckerman’s ball club 


found itself in a bad financial ; a 


situation. Something had to 
be done. It was done. Bill 
DeWitt started selling. The’ 
club’s talent pool was used 
to bail out the ball club. 

Then the DeWitts, Bill and 
Charley, bought the club from 
Muckerman. They may have 
had a burning desire at the 
time to make the investment 
a permanent thing. No doubt 
they would have been happy 

if they could have built the 
Browns into a going concern 
instead of a concern that had 
t o go. If they had the burn- 
ing desire or the hope, they 
were soon disillusioned. 

Subsequently, to keep their 
ownership alive pending a 
capital gain deal, which was 
their only out, they too had 
to dip into the talent pool. 
We remember one dip, The 
DeWitts announced they had 
made a deal with the Red 
Sox, trading Al’ Zarilla for 
Stan Spence, “in an effort 
to strengthen the Browns.” 
That one didn’t fodl anybody. 
It was soon learned that the 
Browns had received, with the 
oeme Spence, more than 
$100,000

HE cash deals kept the 

DeWitts in business, how- 

ever until Bill Veeck came 
along, and in the sale of the 
club to Bill and his associ- 
ates the DeWitts emerged 
with a handsome profit.

Kid Gavilan in 
Seventh Title Defense. 


T is a matter of small mo- 

ment, but there appears to 

be some confusion as to the 
hnumber of defenses of the 
world’s welterweight cham- 
pionship which Kid Gavilan 
has made. Some authorities 
Say seven, some eight. 


In any event, he tackles 
Johnny Saxton at Philadelphia 
Wednesday night in another 
defense over the 15-round 
route which will be seen here 
on television via KWK-TV, 
Channel 4, at 9 o'clock. 


Ray Robinson's retirement 
scrambled the situation in the 
147-pound class and Johnny 
Bratton of Chicago won claim 
to it by defeating Charley 
Fusari, March 14, 1951. 

Two months later, Gavilan 
defeated Bratton and was rec- 
ognized by both the National 
Boxing Association and the 
New York Commission as the 


welterweight champion. But 
Europeans contended that 
Charley Humez of France 


had a claim to the crown. 


This was dissolved when 
Humez retired. Meanwhile, 
Gavilan had defeated Billy 
Graham and Bobby Dykes in 
bouts for the “American 
championship.” 


Then on July 7, 1952, he 
knocked put Gil Turner in 
Philadelphia in the eleventh 
round for the world cham- 
pionship, Followed in order 
victories over Billy Graham, 
in Havana; Chuck Davey, Chi- 
cago, Carmen Basilio, Syra- 
cuse, and Johnny Bratton, 
Chicago. 


So you can take your pick 
as to.the number of title de- 
fenses, Gavilan has had. 


Regardless, he passed up 
the first five ranking welter- 
weights to give the title 
chance to Saxton, who rates 
sixth on the list in the most 
recent ratings of N.B.A. 

Basilio, Del Flanagan, Ray- 
mond Fuentes, Chico Varona 
and Freddy Dawson all top 
Saxton on the list, but that 
doesn’t mean that Johnny is 
not a formidable foe for the 
Kid. 

In 47 bouts, Saxton has won 
43, lost two and drawn twice 
while the old pro has won 99, 
lost 14, drawn in two. Among 
his victories were 27 knock- 
outs. 

Gavilan’s last defense of his 
crown was Nov. 13 of last year, 
when he gave Bratton an un- 
merciful shellacking in Chi- 

cago for 15 rounds. 

He made an attempt to cap- 
ture the middleweight cham- 
pionship from Bobo Olson on 
April 2 this year but was de- 
feated handily in 15 rounds at 
Chicago. 

Prior to the match, there 
was some talk of Gavilan’s 
right hand being injured but 
an examination prior to the 
contest disclosed no injury 
and he was shaking hands 
with everybody in sight at the 
weigh-in the day of the bout. 

Still he used the right hand 
sparingly against Olson, large-' 


_ ly because Olson is a difficult 


man to hit with a right hand, 
then contended that an x-ray 


| disclosed a broken bone in the 


hand. 
Anyway, he has not fought 


' gince but now declares that 


the hand is completely mend- 
ed and ready for action 
against Saxton. 

Saxton a Clincher. 

AXTON is not a particu- 
S larly pleasing type of 

fighter. He crowds an op- 
ponent and does a consider- 
able amount of clinching but 
he’ll probably find those tac- 
tics difficult against Gavilan. 

In his last match, Saxton 
was held to a draw by Johnny 
Lombardo which dropped him 
from fourth to sixth in the 
rankings. 

After a very unsatisfactory 
performance against Saxton in 
Philadelphia, Bratton was sus- 
pended and fined $3000. Brat- 
ton blamed Saxton’s style for 
his poor showing but that ar- 
gument didn’t appear to make 
sense to those who saw the 
fight either actually or by 
television, 

Saxton fought and defeated 
Virgil Akins, St. Louis light- 
weight, in Chicago in 10 
rounds in 1952, but only after 
Akins had staggered Johnny 
badly in the first round. 

It would seem that Sax- 
ton should be meat for Gavi- 
lan, who is one of the really 
outstanding men in the game 
today in any division, despite 
a tehdency to showboat at 
times.

Going on past records, 
odds indicate that the champion 
should be either Maplewood, or 
its opponent in the first game, 
San Diego. In the past 16 years, 


sentatives have won 12 of the 
titles. Five of these more recent 
winners were from the Midwest, 
but a Missouri team has never 
taken the championship. 

Came Close in 1950. 

The closest Missouri came was 
in 1950, when St. Louis’s only 
previous qualifier for the na- 
tional finals, Stockham Post, 
lost out to Oakland, Calif., in 
the title-deciding game.

PARIS, Aug. 28. 
MERICAN dependence on France 
in the defense of the“West is even 
more evident in Frénch Morocco 
than it is here in metropolitan France. 
In that strategic area where the 
United States has invested more than 
$500,000,000 for essential air bases 
the French exercise tight control over 
the whole American operation. 

This presents both airmen and diplomats 
with some acute problems, particularly as 
tensions have grown between Arabs and 
French. The French are fearful that the 
American operation will become so big 
that they will be overshadowed, and there- 
by their hold on the Arab population will 
be further weakened. One result of this 
fear is a ceiling imposed by France on the 
number of planes and men allowed to op- 
erate from these bases. 

This ceiling is a serious handicap on the 
operation of the three bases in French 
Morocco—Sidi Slimane, Nouasseur, Ben 
Guerir—now functioning. When a fourth 
base, Boulhaut, is completed next April it 
will not be able to operate if the present 
ceiling of 7400 men is still in force. 

” » a 


THE DELAY in negotiating a status of 
force’ agreement is not solely the fault of 
the French by any means. Partly it re- 
sulted from bureaucratic crossed wires 
between the State Department and the 
Pentagon in Washington. Ambassador 


* Douglas Dillon did some insistent prod- 


ding, and it has looked in recent weeks 
as though an agreement would be reached 
both on the ceiling and on the demand for 
taxes, which the French have insisted must 
be paid on all materiel coming into the 
bases. . 

But if in the present crisis over EDC, 
Franco-American relations are upset 
then this agreement may once again be 
sidetracked. If the process of “agonizing 
reappraisal” com down to reprisals 
taken back and f across the Atlan- 
tic, the French could be even more re- 
strictive about the Moroccan bases. That 
is one reason why such an eventuality 
must be avoided, despite the deep sense 
of frustration American officials feel at 
French delay of any decision on the 
“German problem.” 

American relations with the Arab world 
are directly involved, and this will come 
to the fore when the question of inde- 
pendence for Morocco is pressed before 
the United Nations in September. In the 
past, the United States has worked with 
France to keep this out of the U.N. Assem- 
bly. Publicly, the American position has 
been one of neutrality, 

But it will be increasingly difficult to 
maintain such a position if France must 
use more and more force to hold Morocco 
in check. That is the American dilemma, 
with the realization always in the back- 
ground of what the bases mean to the 
security of the West. 

As part of the retaliatory strike of the 
Strategic Air Command they are aimed at 
Russia’s oil fields and oil production cen- 
ters. Until the recent troubles developed 
they were considered more secure than 
any bases in Europe, and they constituted 
therefore a second line of defense. The 
bases which may be built in Spain as a 
result of the agreement of some months 
ago supplement but do not supplant the 
Moroccan bases. 

Under a tentative agreement reached 
with the French the airstrips at Sidi 
Slimane and Nouasseur were finished in a 
fantastically short time in the summer of 
1951. And because it was a crash job, the 
cost was also correspondingly fantastic 
with many rumors of scandal and payoffs 
which were never substantiated. This 
program was initiated after it had seemed 
to many officials in Washington that the 
Korean War was about to explode into a 
third world conflict. 

Nominally, under the tentative agree- 
ment, the French are in command of these 
bases and the Tricolor flies alongside the 
Stars and Stripes. They are responsible 
for external security around the bases and 
in*theory when they are ready they will 
take over the air defense. American 
fighter units now have that obligation, and 
they figure in the total force allowed un- 
der the ceiling which is a further restric- 
tion .on the strategic operation. All this 
adds up to a Series of frustrations with 
which Maj.

All through this period of tension an 
extra burden has been put on American 
diplomats and airmen. Because housing 
at the bases has been in short supply many 
American families have lived in towns and 
villages nearby. As the threat of Arab vio- | 
lence increased there was always the dan- 
ger that they would get caught in the 
crossfire. 


But if they were evacuated too quickly 
then the French would complain that the 
move was needlessly alarmist. The worst 
massacre occurred at Port Lyautey with 
French families savagely hacked to pieces 
and large numbers of Arabs—some esti- 
mates are as high as 400—shot down in re- 
prisal. Fifty-seven American families were 
evacuated unharmed and they are now 
living in tents at the Sidi Slimane base in 
tempeératures that daily climb past 100. 

The friendship Americans strike up with 
Arabs—there is after all no barrier of 
protected and protector, conquered and 
conqueror, as between the French and the 
Arabs—has curious results. Three Amer- 
ican families living in the village of Sidi 
Slimane were warned by Arabs to move 
out of an apartment house as it was to be 
burned down in a demonstration a few 
days later. They followed the advice and 
sure enough a few days later the building 
was set afire. 


In many ways the manpower ceiling and 
the restrictions growing out of French 
fears of more trouble are a handicap. At 
Nouasseur the Air Force has the largest 
supply depot on this side of the Atlantic, 
containing a vast range of supplies essen- 
tial to the European air operation. The 
supply depot is seriously understaffed, ac- 
cording to officers of the Seventeenth Air 
Force. 

The stress must always be on the bomber 
units that fly from the United States for 
intensive work over the bombing ranges on 
the other side of the Atlas Mountains. 
These units that come and go over inter- 
vals of several weeks must all of course 
be counted in under the manpower ceiling.

VIGOROUS dissent from the general 
satisfaction with the “American Way 
of Life” is offered by Ferdinand 
Lundberg in a new book, “The Treason of 
' the People,” just published by Harper & 
Brothers. 

There is a great deal wrong with the 
American system, Lundberg believes, and 
most of it can be traced to the abdication 
of responsibility by the ordinary citizen. 

Behind the facade of democracy, he 
declares, America is in fact ruled by a 
self-serving oligarchy. : 

“Basic power in the American political 
system,” he writes, “lies with the leaders 
of the organized groups of capital, labor, 
religion and veterans affairs rather than 
with political officeholders.” 

After describing the manner in which 
the oligarchy exercises power, Lundberg | 
calls on the American people to seize the 
,} opportunity they have rejected, to take 
their full place in the government of their 
nation ahd become “the first people in the 
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vital in the security picture are in Libya 
and Saudi Arabia, where the consciousness 
of Arab nationalism and Arab independ- 
ence is at least as great as in French 
Morocco. 


The turmoil in the Moslem world is 
reflected in the violent broadcasts di- 
rected against the French by Radio 
Cairo, Radio Karachi and Radio Jakarta. 
The French protectorate in Morocco is 
the number one target of propaganda 
calling for vengeance and blood to be 
shed for blood. In this angry chorus the 
Communist voice from Radice Budapest 
is hardly more than an echo. 


The Arabs are closely watching what 
America does in Morocco and it therefore 
becomes more and more difficult to main- 
tain a neutral position. Yet if, for exam- 
ple, the United States should side with the

Development of S.E. Asia 
Reviewed on Eve of the 
Philippines Confererice.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28. 
CONOMIC aid as a significant 
factor in the effort to prevent 
further Communist expansion in 

Southeast Asia is being given increas- 
ing thought as western nations with 
vital interests in that area prepare to 
discuss mutual problems in the Philip 
pines a week from Monday. 

A shift in emphasis away from strictly 
military conceptions was seen in state- 
ments by Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles last Tuesday. Dulles said he could 
not predict the exact shape of the agree- 
ments expected to be reached, at the coming 
conference, but he left the field wide open 
for stress on economic and social pro- 
grams. 

Asked about the precise nature of possi- 
ble military commitments on the part of 
the attending powers, Dulles told reporters 
at his press conference they could use for 
guidance such treaties as the Anzus pact 
among Australia, New Zealand and the 
United States, which has a generalized 
requirement that each country act to meet 
a common danger “in accordance with its 
constitutional processes.” 

This philosophy is a good bit removed 
from speculation heard when a conference 
to discuss Southeast Asia security was sug- 
gested some months ago. Many concluded 
a Southeast Asia treaty organization 
(SEATO) would be formed on lines sim- 
ilar to the 14-nation North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization (NATO), which has a military 
force in being.

being given it. Suggestions have been 
made that the United Nations be given a 
key role. Some guiding principles may 
crystallize at the coming conference. 

It is certain, however, that the scale 
of the Marshall Plan will not be dupli- 
cated. There are excellent reasons for 
this which have nothing to do with the 
reluctance of Congress to appropriate 
large additional foreign aid funds. One 
major reason is that the primitive Ori- 
ental economies are limited in the 
amount of aid they can absorb. 

The limitations on what can be accom- 
plished in Asia solely by military means 
are perhaps even greater, however.

PROJECTS such as this have been sup- 


ported by the United States and other 
countries and agencies since the end of 
the war. Dulles said recently that all de- 


velopment schemes, including the British 
Colombo Plan and the programs of the 
United States Foreign Operations Admin- 
istration, would be brought together in 
the discussions in the Philippines. Also 
among these aid programs are those of the 
International Bank for Reconstruction and 
Development, the Export-Import Bank, the 
Ford Foundation and such United Nations 
agencies as the World Health Organiza- 
tion and the Food and Agriculture Organ- 
ization.

INDIA—Railroad equipment, $34,000,000, 
reclaiming 1,500,000 acres in central India 
by clearing out kans grass weed, $10, 
000,000; thermal power station at Bokaro, 
part of the Damodar Valley project, $18,- 
500,000; increasing steel production by 
350,000 tons a year, by a loan to the pri- 
vately owned Indian Iron and Steel Co., 
$31,500,000; Damodar Valley electric power, 
flood control and irrigation projects, $19,- 
500,000. 

The bank is likely to finance a thermal 
electric plant at Bombay and a hydro- 
electric plant 200 miles from Bombay. It 
is considering a loan to a proposed Indian 
development corporation which would fi- 
nance industrial expansion. The remainder 
of the corporation’s capital would come 
from FOA counterpart funds and from 
private subscription. 

Incidentally, the bank, as a result of 
studies by David Lilienthal, former chair- 
man of TVA, and Eugene R. Black, bank 
president, has been trying to mediate the 
Indian-Pakistan dispute over the use of 
Indus river water. Under a bank proposal, 
which technical experts say is feasible and 
is being held up only by political consid+ 
erations, both countries would have more 
water than at present. 

BURMA—A bank survey team sent to 
Burma last year reported the Burmese 
had more revenue than they thought and 
had enough money of their own to fi- 
nance such projects as the economy is 
capable of absorbing. The course of the 
Burmese economy is being charted by the 
Washington firm of Robert R. Nathan 
Associates. , 

CEYLON—A bank survey team report 
in 1952 is being used as a basis for many 
Ceylonese plans.

Profits and the Post Office 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The postal employes in the St. 
Louis Post Office were shocked and 
disheartened at the news that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower had vetoed the long- 
awaited and direly-needed legisla- 
tion to raise the pay of postal and 
federal workers. We found it hard 
to realize that after three long years 
of waiting for a salary adjustment, 
and a mere 5 per cent at that, we 
would be denied even that. 

We have been trapped again in the 
claws of the deficit bear. Is there a 
deficit in the Post Office Depart- 
ment? We contend there is not. 
The postal service was established for 
the purpose that its title implies. 
It is a service, not a business. If it 
is to be a business, raise the postage 
and make everyone pay his way. 

« ~ 


It is not the fault of the postal 
employe that there is no _ profit 
shown. Turn it over to us and we 
will make it show a profit, if it is 
to be a business and employes are 
to be paid in accordance with the 
profits shown. You cannot subsidize 
airlines, railroads, publishers, franked 
mail and the like and expect the 
postal service to show a profit. 

On the other hand, if it is to be 
a service to the public, as it was 
intended, the postal employes should 
not be expected to suffer from the 
loss. We are entitled to a fair wage 
for the services that we render. 

In raising the rates, we do not 
refer to first-class postage. If any- 
thing, this should be subsidized. We 
refer to the other classes of mail, 
which everyone knows are now clut- 
tering up our mail boxes daily, at the 
expense of the taxpayer. 

* a - 


The postal service is no longer a 
service to the people, but rather a 
sérvice to the business people. One 
class of mail alone, used exclusively 
by some of the wealthiest concerns 
in the ccuntry, is subsidized to the 
tune of $250,000,000 annually. 

These same users of the mails 
spend thousands annually to main- 
tain lobbyists in Washington to make 
sure that their rates are not in- 
creased. This the taxpayer is pay- 
ing for. 

At the time of the last increase 
in wages for postal employes, it was 
admitted by the Administration that 
the increase given was 15 per cent 
below what was actually needed. 
That was three years ago and I am 
sure that everyone is familiar with 
just what has happened to prices 
since then. I ask you, how unfair 


can they be?

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Nehru Says No 


Prime Minister Nehru has made it formal and 
official: India will have no part of Secretary 
Dulles’s proposed Southeast Asia military alli- 
ance. Not only does India decline to attend the 
Manila conference next month at which the 
proposed pact is to be discussed, but Mr. Nehru 
apparently has thrown his weight agajnst any 
pact at all. 

He says SEATO would “reverse the trend of 
conciliation released by the Indochina settle- 
ment” and cause more present harm than future 
good. As an alternative, he suggests that other 
Asian nations follow the example of India by 
signing with Communist China pacts pledging 
each against aggression or interference in the 
other’s internal affairs. 

It goes without saying that American officials, 
and those of other nations associated with us in 
the SEATO talks, do not agree with Mr. Nehru’s 
appraisal. But, agree or not, they will be wise 
to respect it—respect it, and take it fully into 
account in the development of security plans for 
that part of the world. 

o * * 

Mr. Nehru does not have all of India behind 
him. One of his political opponents is criticizing 
him for “hostility” toward the United States and 
for opposing SEATO. Yet there can be no doubt 
that Mr. Nehru speaks for millions of Asians, in 


India and out. It would be folly to proceed as if © 


we did not hear those millions when through 
him they speak. 

The case for a Southeast Asia defense pact 
rests on the demonstrated fact that mere verbal 
assurances of peaceful intentions are not enough 
to provide security against Communist aggres- 
sion. The friendship pacts which Mr. Nehru 
favors are unobjectionable in themselves, but 
they need to be supplemented by specific mili- 
tary defenses of specific threatened areas. That 
is the purpose of SEATO. 

When this has been said, it remains true, as 
we have pointed out before, that American and 
Western efforts to strengthen Asia will probably 
be effective precisely in the degree to which 
they enlist Asian support and leadership. Indo- 
china showed that once and for all. If the French 
could not hold Indochina without native sup- 
port, how can SEATO be effective without 
native support? 

As of now, SEATO has precious little native 
support. In addition to the Western powers, 
Australia and New Zealand, its potential mem- 
bers are the Philippines, Thailand and Pakistan. 
Thailand’s momentary Western orientation is not 
considered too reliable, and Pakistan is at- 
tending the Manila conference with reservations 
—which will undoubtedly be increased by Mr. 
Nehru’s strong statement. 

in *- . 

The Philippines, Thailand and Pakistan count 
a combined population of 115,000,000. The gov- 
ernments which are standing aloof from SEATO 
—Burma, Indonesia, Ceylon and India—repre- 
sent a total of 462,000,000 Asians. 


Thus India’s delegate to the United Nations, 
V. K. Krishna Menon, contends that SEATO does 
not even come within the U.N. charter. “The 
charter permits regional organizations,” he says. 
“This is an organization of outsiders trying to 
protect a region.” 


Whether Mr. Nehru’s position can be recon- 
ciled with that of the United States, chief 
sponsor of SEATO, one fact looms very large 
as the Manila conference approaches—the fact 
that his position cannot safely be ignored. 


A SEATO pact driven through by the Western 
powers in the face of Asian indifference would 
be of very limited value. A pact driven through 
over outright Asian opposition would be worse. 
Every possible effort should be made to devise a 
security plan which can command the support 
of Asian people. 
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A Slow, Slow Start 

Operation of the 1953 refugee act, which was 
passed amid fanfare about. offering haven to 
the oppressed, is now gathering momentum in 
the manner of a slow ball which follows a 
long wind-up. 

For a while after the law was passed, the 
State Department was so entangled in red tape 
and a triple layer of security requirements tied 
around the act that no refugees could be ad- 
mitted. Now the department says 7043 refugees 
were granted visas during the first seven months 
of the year. 

The law calls for admission of 214,000 aliens 
by the end of 1956, and at the rate we are going 
the Government will be lucky to have admitted 
the 14,000 by the end of 1954, leaving 100,000 
for each of the next two years. If such mathe- 
matics seem disproportionate, still the task 
must be completed. How would America seem 
to the world if, after holding out a hope 
to refugees from oppression, it then went back 
on its word? 
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Martinis, Government Style 

The Government: has gone mathematical on 
martinis—geometrical, if you please. The United 
States Interna] Revenue Service has adopted the 
Pi formula, that is: there must be one part of 
vermouth for every 3.1416 parts of gin. This we 
have just heard from our friend, David V. Felts 
of The Decatur Herald, a man who, no matter 
how many planes are shot down, truce agree- 
ments signed, or filibuster’ going on, always 
has an eye for the really important matters. 

Before any grim guardian of our ancient liber- 
ties leaps to arms, we hasten to explain that the 
rule applies only to ready-made martinis. Even 
in the bottle, the proportion may go as high as 
5 to 1, provided the product is clearly labelled 
Dry, Extra Dry or Extra Special Dry. Mr. Felts 
feels with some strength that this is a pretty 
sissy rule for Republicans to enforce—especially 
since a Democrat like William Jennings Bryan 
went all-out for 16 to 1. 

All in all, we take a dim view of any mixture 
of gin and politics. Somebody might get hurt. We 
are even more allergic to ready-bottled martinis 
—except perhaps in Pullman lounges where you 
can't get them any other way. As the eminent 
Dr. Bernard DeVoto and other experts will tell 
you: the essence of a good martini is that it 
should be very carefully mixed just before you 
drink it. If you cannot be personally sure that 
the gin has not been bruised, if you have not 
seen the ice “smoke” as the alcohol was poured 
over it, why, you might as well be taking medi- 
cine—something compounded by another man on 
still another man’s prescription. 

Then, no matter what a few classicists may 
say, there is the question whether vermouth 
should be used at all instead of sherry. But 
aboye all—and no matter what the Government 
says—let us beware of the mathematician at the 
bar, A goed martini is a great work of art. 4t 
cannot be produced by directions any more thé 
numbered colors on the numbered spaces on 
those canvases now in the stores. It depends on 
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a fine eye,.the eye of genius which unfailingly 
perceives when just enough sherry—or ver- 
mouth, if you must—has been added to produce 
the faintest discoloration in the gin. And please 
join us 
Between the dark and the daylight, 
When the night is beginning to lower, 
For that pause in the day’s occupations 
That is known as the Cocktail Hour. 
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Left in Limbo 


The case of Trevor Gardner, whom President 
Eisenhower nominated to be Assistant Secretary 
of the Air Force, has been quietly left in a lus- 
terless status quo unfair to Gardner and of no 
credit to anybody concerned, 

Actually the President’s hands have been 
tied on several appointments by the unusual 
leave of absence taken by the Senate. The Sen- 
ate merely quit work pending a return in the 
fall to act on the resolution calling for censure 
of Senator McCarthy. The White House cannot 
send nominations to a Senate which is not sitting, 
and apparently cannot make recess appointments 
because the Senate is not in recess. 

Trevor Gardner's nomination, however, was 
not caught in this predicament. It reached the 
Senate before that chamber quit work and in 
time for action but the Senate simply left it 
floating in thin air. 

In the last week of Congress, Mr. Eisenhower 
offered the appointment to the Senate one day, 
the Armed Services Committee approved it the 
next, and on the third day Senator Hickenlooper 
of Iowa objected and Senator Knowland of Cali- 
fornia, the majority leader, had the nomination 
returned to committee. There it stayed. 

Now the Air Force says Gardner is “continu- 
ing in his present assignment,” which is head of 
research. Had he won confirmation, he would 
have continued this very same critical work 
with a higher title. 

The mystery remains as to why the Gardner 
appointment was blocked. Senator Hickenlooper 
did not discuss it. But it appears that Gardner 
had made the mistake of saying a good word for 
Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer to a member of the 
special board which held the atomic scientist to 
be a security risk, though not disloyal. 

If this is why the appointment was blocked, 
then Gardner was penalized for guilt by associa- 
tion to the second degree. This is a sorry way to 
treat a man who made a good record in a tick- 
lish job which he retains, and whose record must 
have been known to the White House as it was 
to the Pentagon. 

The case of Trevor Gardner is a reflection on 
the ways of public employment. Senator Hicken- 
looper owes Mr. Gardner an explanation, and the 
Administration and Air Force owe him a word 
of defense. 
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Trout, More or Less 

On a bright cool weekend in the Rockies, 
President Eisenhower signed 28 bills and caught 
10 fish—or 15 or 25. This was a noteworthy 
effort, by any estimate, but it is the creel esti- 
mate in which we are interested. That, appar- 
ently, all depends. 

Depending on a report to The New York 
Times, the President went over the legal limit 
for trout and, by unofficial count, caught 15 to 
25. Depending on Press Secretary James C. 
Wagerty, on whom the Chief Executive depends, 
Mr. Eisenhower caught exactly the legal limit 
of 10. As for the President, he wasn’t saying. 
He only criticized himself for not landing the 
first trout which brightened his line. 

That is the way of fishermen. After all, 28 
bills signed are 28 bills signed, but when it 
comes to counting trout, a man has to begin 
with the one that got away. 
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Familiar Echo From France 
The bitterness of French feeling about EDC 
was demonstrated quickly when the National 
Assembly began debate on the proposal. 


Opponents of the European Defense Com- 
munity circulated a once “secret” document 
which represents a brand of {solationist senti- 
ment entirely too familiar to Americans. This 
document refers to EDC as the work of “extreme 
liberals and progressists,” meaning leftists, It 
then calls the EDC planners the “X crew” who 
gained one step toward forming a supranational 
authority in Europe with the coal-steel pool, 
and would make EDC the second step. 

Substitute “internationalists” for “progress- 
ists’’ and the United Nations for EDC and the 
document would echo to a degree the extreme 
sentiments of some American political figures 
who want us to withdraw from the world and 
go it alone. 

Yet coming from the nation which first pro- 
posed the coal-steel pool and EDC as well, the 
document shoved before French parliamentarians 
seems even more preposterous. As for that 
“X crew” of progressists, they include Rene 
Mayer, Paul Reynaud and Robert Schuman, all 
former Premiers of the middle of. the road. 


These three led the politically courageous 
rear-guard action to postpone next week's sched- 
uled vote in desperate hopes of saving EDC. 
For this they may receive more recognition from 
the United States than from their own country. 
But America now is left in the position of lis- 
tening to what the French have to say. And 
France’s great debate began in terms which 
Americans should understand. 
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Forest Park No Longer? 

Announcement that woods are to be cleared 
away for new picnic space in Forest Park re- 
minds us that the changing appearance of this 
marvelous playground is less and less justifying 
its mame. After the world’s fair buildings of 
1904 were razed, the park hardly reverted to 
the forest primeval. There were, however, a few 
patches of woods sufficiently natural to convince 
an Indian-stalking city boy that they were the 
real thing. 

His elders also could—in a somewhat romantie 
mood—convince themselves that they were com- 
muning with Nature rather than promenading in 
a formal garden or on lawns more carefully 
tended than many a parlor carpet. The illusion 
often could be maintained despite the sound of 
screaming automobile brakes coming from the 
Express Highway or the irate horn-honking of 
drivers trying to get through the Zoo. 

Firmly convinced that a moderate indulgence 
in illusion is wholesome and healing in these 
parlous times, we are a bit alarmed by Commis- 
sioner Baumes’s decision. We have nothing 
against picnics, antl we certainly agree that the 
picnic debris which has defaced some areas of 
the park lately must be coped with. But what's 
the good of chopping down woods just to move 
an.old problem to a new location? In spite of all

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A Prescription for the World 


The Mirver -

British philosopher and Nobel prize winner, finding that organ- 
ized war is incompatible with human survival, points to world 
government as goal, but calls for reduced tension and East-West 
negotiation as essential first steps; urges neutrals to take lead. 


Bertrand Russell in The Saturday Review 


Organized war, an institution which 
has existed for some six thousand years, 
has at last become incompatible with 


the continued existence of the human 


race. 

Perhaps this incompatibility is not yet 
absolute. I think it possible that if a 
world war were to break out in the next 
few years a few Patagonians and Es- 
kimos might survive it. But it is quite 
clear that this dazzling hope cannot sur- 
vive more than a few more years of 
technical progress 
in the art of war. 

We are therefore 
faced with a new 
and very difficult 
problem. We have 
to choose between 
war and human life. 
We can no longer, 
as heretofore, have 
bo 


th. 

This problem has 
two aspects: on ¢he 
one hand, the crea- 
ation of such insti- 
tutions as shall per- 
manently prevent Lord Russell 
large-scale wars; on 
the other hand, the steps by which the 
creation of such institutions can be ap- 


The titst step is to secure a diminu- 
tion of mutual suspicion. I do not be- 
lieve that either side at present desires 
to initiate a great war. But the Ameri- 
can Government feels no confidence in 
the pacific intentions of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment, and the Soviet Government 
feels no confidence in the pacific inten- 
tions of the American Government. 


Both Fear Conciliation 


If the tension is to be eased it is 
necessary, not only that neither side 


. should intend aggressive war, but that 


each side should be persuaded that the 


other does not intend it. 


Such measures inevitably increase 
mutual suspicion, and mutual suspicion 
makes the preservation of peace more 
difficult. 

Neither side dares to appear concilia- 
tory for fear of being thought to show 
fear. Any sensible compromise which 
does not concede all that one party 
wants is condemned by that party as 
appeasement. 

The two sidts are in the position of 
duelists in former times, neither of 
whom wished to be killed, but neither 
of whom could take the first steps 
towards a reconciliation for fear of be- 
ing thought a coward. 


India Shows the Way 


We recognize nowadays that such be- 
havior was folly on the part of indi- 
viduals, but on the part of great nations 
it is still thought to show statesmanship. 

I think that this deadlock can best 
be resolved by the help of neutrals. We 
have seen, both in Korea and in Indo- 
china, that India is capable of bi 
about compromise agreements which but 
for the interposition of a neutral inter- 
mediary could scarcely have been ar- 


rived at. 
I think that India, if le in con- 
junction with other ne can bring 


about further and even more important — 


approaches to nautual understanding. I 
should like to see India and other neu- 
trals undertaking an vngitoare. gtd of 
the probable destructiveness of a world 
war, not from the old-fashioned point of 
view of who would be likely to win, but 
from the only point of. view te 
to modern conditions, namely of the 
total ruin of all the belligerents and 
very probably of the neutral nations as 
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well. I should like them to invite agree- 
ment with such a report from Commu- 
nist and non-Communist powers simul- 
taneously. I should wish them, if they 
could do so sincerely, to assure each 
side of the sincerity of the other in 
subscribing to such a report. 


The report should make it clear that 
it would be suicidal for either side to 
engage in aggressive war. Since this is 
true and can be made obvious, it is not 
too much to hope that each side could 
agree, not only in words, but with com- 
plete conviction. 

Tf it were generally recognized, as it 
should be, that war offers no possible 
solution of the world’s evils certain 
things would follow. The West would 
have to acquiesce in the continued ex- 
istence of Communism, and the Commu- 
nist world would have to give up the 
hope of spreading its doctrine and prac- 
tices throughout the world. 


Journey Toward Peace 


When it is admitted that both these 
systems will continue to exist unless 
both are destroyed in war, it follows 
that they ought to learn to tolerate each 
other’s existence and to practice ordi- 
nary courtesy in their dealings with 
each other. 

When the Russians call our statesmen 
cannibals, and when we retort by cor- 
relative abuse, neither side is doing 
anything useful. Such language may 
serve as an incitement to war, but can- 
not promote peaceful coexistence. 

The question of armaments, which !{s 
in some ways the most important of all, 
cannot be tackled while mutual suspi- 
cions remain as they are at present. 

There are those who argue in favor 
of prohibition of the hydrogen bomb as 
an immediate measure. I do not think 
that it is possible to begin a journey 
towards peace in this way. 


Suppose, what is scarcely likely, that 
Russia and America were both to agree 
that they would not use hydrogen bombs 
unless the other side used them first. In 
the present atmosphere of suspicion 
neither side would have any confidence 
in the good faith of the other. 


Mankind Must Choose 


Suppose, to take an even more im- 
probable hypothesis, that Russia and 
America agree to destroy their stock of 
hydrogen and atom bombs and to cease 
manufacturing them. There would still 
be no security on either side unless 
there were an exceed effective sys- 
tem of inspection, to which certainly 
the Russians and probably the Ameri- 
cans would not submit. > epee 

I have not much sympathy with those 
who regard the bomb as more wicked 
than previous methods of warfare. From 
the time of bows and arrows onwards, 
warfare has always been as wicked as 
people knew how to make it.

The congressional session just 
ended, on recommendations of 
the Bureau of the Budget, the 
General Services Administra- 
tion and the Post Office Depart- 
ment, authorized the Govern- 
ment to make 10- to 30-year 
leases with private firms and 
municipalities for new and old 
buildings which will become the 
property of the Government at 
the expiration of the leases. The 
leases will include rent plus in- 
stallment payments for the 
buildings, local taxes, reasonable 
interest charges on the capital 
investment and maintenance 
and operational costs. 

Terms of Law. 

The law _ authorized the 
General Services Administration 
which handles most of the Gov- 
ernment’s procurements, to 
spend not more than $5,000,000 
annually for the next three 
years for such leases up to 25 
years and the Post Office De- 
partment, which handles its 
own building operations, to 
spend no more than $3,000,000 
annually for three years for 
leases up to 30 years. 

Administration spokesmen in 
the executive branch and in 
Congress estimated that for 
every dollar expended on leases 
the Government would get $10 
worth of building. No lease can 
be for less than 10 years and 
the amount of annual payment 
depends on the period of indi- 
vidual leases. Three annual out- 
lays of $8,000,000, or a total of

External capital aid is being 
supplied by Australia, Canada, 
India, New Zealand, the United 
States and Norway; the recipi- 
ents are India, Pakistan, Ceylon, 
Indonesia, Nepal, Burma and 
Indochina. The British also have 
programs in Malaya, Singapore, 
North Borneo and Sarawak. Most

The problem has been submitted to the United Nations 
Secretary-General for airing in the General Assembly later this 


year. 

It is almost certain to become 
an issue of considerable em- 
barrassment to the Western Al- 
lies. It has all the earmarks of 
the kind of argument which 
Russia loves to exploit: the So- 
viets will have nothing to lose 
in the course of the shouting. 
All they will have to do is to 
look self-righteous while talking 
about the colonial péople’s right 
of self-determination. 

Very briefly reviewed, this is 
the background and the issue: 
Cyprus, an island of 3572 square 
miles and a population of just 
below half a million, bas been 
under British administration 
since 1878 when the Turks 
traded this territory in exchange 
for British support against Rus- 
sian advances against Turkey. 
When Turkey entered the war 
against the Allies in 1914, Brit- 
ain officially annexed Cyprus. 
In 1925 it was made a crown 
colony. 


Basis of Greek Claims. 


Greece, however, has never 
given up its claims to Cyprus.

The British today reply that 
they need the island as part 
of the defense setup of the free 
world and that they feel obli- 
gated to protect the Turkish 
minority—about 17 per cent of 
the Cyprus population.

HE Communists tried but 

failed miserably to turn the 

suicide of President Getulio 
Vargas into a repeat perform- 
ance of the sacking and burning 
of Bogota, the Colombian cap- 
ital, April 9. 1948, after the 
assassination of Liberal party 
leader Jorge Eliecer Gaitar. 


The Communist plan to sow 
disorder and destruction here 
failed for two main reasons: 
Their inability to arouse the 
populace, and quick action by 
the police in arresting their 
agitators. 


What they had intended to do 
was evident. For several days 
before Vargas shot himself the 
Communist newspaper Imprensa 
Popular had published inciting 
editorials, in expectation of a 
clash between the armed forces 
supporting and opposing Vargas. 

Then when the news of Var- 
gas’s death spread, the Commu- 
nists struck swiftly. Within 30 
minutes, Red leaders were on 
the street trying to stir up inci- 
dents. 


But the incidents were few 
and trivial, however, and the 
sum total of their two-day ef- 
forts were: 


1. Two overturned newspaper 
delivery trucks; 

2. Futile attempts to raze two 
newspaper buildings; 

3. Smashed windows in the 
Standard Oil Co. building. 

Total damages in Rio did not 
amount to more than a few 
thousand dollars and only one 
person—an agitator—was killed. 

The worst defeat for the Com- 
munists came when they tried 
to arouse the vast crowd of 
more than 100,000 persons who 
gathered at the airport and the 
center of the city to pay final 
homage to Vargas as his body 
was flown to his native town of 
Sao Borja. The crowd ignored 
them completely and went home 
quietly. 

So, the Communists never even 
got going toward another “bogo- 
tazo.” The people, even the 
many grief-stricken Vargas fol- 
lowers, simply would not have 


anything to do with it.

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Little King Who Wasnt There 


By Peter Wyden 


N the majestic roll of history, 

159 years pass like a wink. It 

is fitting, therefore, that it 
should have required that long 
to settle one of the most con- 

controversies of modern 
times, the case of the “lost Dau- 
phin.” 

Not that all its mysteries have 
been dispelled. Clearly, this 
would have been too much to 
expect after the appearance of 
40 (Some say 70) impostors, sev- 
eral’ of whom wrote elaborate 
memoirs; the flourishing of fake 
royal courts, real and imaginary 
murders, exciting trials and 
bloody intrigue involving some 
of Europe's most colorful nobil- 


multiplicity of 
various countries under each of 
which the lost Dauphin was 
guaranteed to rest. 

Last month, finally, the Paris 
courts held that the Dauphin 
wasn’t lost at all but died at the 
age of 10 in Temple prison, just 
as reputable historians have 
been saying for years, and so 
it may be pertinent to examine 
the identity and fate of this 
much-disputed boy, why doubts 
about his death lingered so long 
and how the comic opera of pre- 
tenders to his title managed to 
run for more than a century. 

“Dauphin” was the title auto- 
matically bestowed on the eldest 
son of the King of F . In 
this case, the King was the well- 
meaning but not too competent 
descehdant of along line of 
wasteful royalty, Louis XVI. His 
wife, the Dauphin’s mother, was 
the daughter of Maria Theresa 
of Austria, the glamorous but 
unpopular Marie Antoinette, 
who, When told that the people 
were crying for bread, supposed- 
ly said: “Let them eat cake.”

B now on, the en FARMS is dead and no one, is sorry. From 


trouble will be known as Missouri Hills, and if Missouri Hills 
occupies the same site and, to a certain extent, uses the same 
buildings and equipment as Bellefontaine Farms, that is about 
the only similarity between the two places. 

The Bellefontaine Farms of old, long a blot on St. Louis’s 
civic reputation, once described by the Child Welfare League of 
America, as “an environment in which a boy finds little to help 


him with his basic problems,” is 

A sizeable stack of newspaper 
files tells the sometimes sad, 
sometimes shocking story of 
Bellefontaine Farms. Revelations 
of cruelty and corruption, a 
viewing with alarm by investi- 
gators, superficial changes, and 
after a time, the same cycle all 
over again. Now and then ex- 
plosive news—a destructive fire, 
the knifing of a house mother, 
a beating—aroused community 
sentiment. But for the most 
part, a murky public apathy 
shadowed the sordid conditions 
at Bellefontaine Farms. 


Then, in 1952, a young St. 
Louis business man made a quiet 
inspection of the place. What 
he found impressed him deeply. 

“Terrible decay, a low ebb 
almost to medieval days,” he 
describes it. “Buildings falling 
down, homosexuality, brutality, 
situations so terrible they’re be- 
yond description. This is one of 
the straps used to discipline the 
boys,” he says as he slaps a 
heavy leather belt against his 
desk. “It was the last strap used 
at Bellefontaine Farms. We've 
done away with all corporal pun- 
ishment.” 


There was no secret about the 
mistreatment of children at 
Bellefontaine. Some of the men 
in charge honestly believed that 
strong methods were the best 
means of coping with insubordi- 
nation. 

“They'd beat the boys, put 
them in showers to take the 
welts away, and beat them 
again,” the visitor recalls with 
indignation. “They'd paint them 
with a heavy blue substance to 
mark them and humiliate them. 

“When a child ran away or 
did something wrong, the idea 
was to punish him rather than 
find out why he ran away. An- 
other means of punishment con- 
sisted of making the boys ‘toe 
the mark’—stand in a certain 
spot for 15 minutes. Or they 
were placed in the Blue Room, 
an empty room where they sat 
all day.” 
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UCKILY, the young visitor 

was a man of action. He was 

William F. James, better 
known as Bill James, a 36-year 
old car dealer and founder and 
head of Missouri’s Boys Town. 
The late Mayor Joseph M. Darst 
had asked Bill, in effect to serve 
as trouble shooter on the Belle- 
fontaine Farms board. 

“I politely refused,” James 
recalls. “I told him I wanted 
nothing to do with it. I had 
nothing to gain, but I had a 
great deal to lose. I didn’t want 
to hurt myself publicly because 
of Boys Town.” 

Darst asked James to talk to 
Judge David McMullan, chair- 
man of the Board of Children’s 
Guardians. McMullan suggested 
that Bill have a look at Belle- 
fontaine Farms. James protested 
that it wasn’t any use. 

“Then I went up to see Belle- 
fontaine Farms,” he says, “and 
after I saw it,.I knew I had to 
do something. I asked the ad- 
vice of the executive committee 
of Boys Town and they said, 
‘We're interested in children, 
not just Boys Town, Go ahead.’

My wife felt the same way, so 
I did.” 

It was in September 1952, 
that James and his committee, 
consisting of Mrs, Jane Pelton 
and Harry Soffer, the latter re- 
placed recently by Robert Gion, 
went to work. They studied in 
detail the report submitted by 
John E. Dula of the Child Wel- 
fare League of America, a report 
released the previous January 
on which little or no action had 
been taken. The situation was a 
sorry state of affairs. 

+f * * 

é¢ LDER boys were taking 
0) advantage of the younger 
ones, which is always a 
bad situation,” James says. “Beds 
had nothing on them but a 
horse blanket, no mattresses, no 
pillows, no sheets. The reason 
they gave for lack of mattresses 
was that the boys wet their beds, 
as children will when they’re 
mixed up emotionally. If a child 
did wet his bed he was ridiculed 

in front of the others. 

“Not only were the children 
mistreated but the buildings 
were in a state of collapse. Pil- 
lows ,stuffed in the ceilings to 
keep the roof from leaking. 
Toilets that overflowed onto the 
floors or hit the ceiling when 
you flushed them. Toilet seats 
gone, plumbing pipes hanging 
down from the ceilings. Fur- 


naces that went out repeatedly, — 


leaving the kids to freeze. 
Twenty - five - year-old cooking 
stoves that puffed back, burning 
the boys when they lighted 
them; so out of date that when 
you bought new parts to repair 
them they had to be custom 
made. The staff ate certain 
foods, the boys different ones, 
and in some cottages the boys 
had to do all the cooking. 
“There was a ball field, but 
the boys didn’t play. They had 
no recreation program. There 
was no case work done. Boys 
were allowed to see their par- 
ents only once a month, to write 
only one letter home each 
month. Imagine that for nine 
and 10 year olds who needed

their parents more than at any 
other time in their lives.” 

Who was responsible for this 
state of affairs? James avoids 
naming names. He has a dif- 
ferent theory. 

“The people were respon- 
sible,” he says. “We were. All 
of us. We just hadn’t taken an 
interest.” 

As soon as James and his com- 
mittee took over, his frequent 
appearances at the comptroller’s 
office at City Hall began to be 
greeted with groans of, “Here's 
that man after money again.” 

The money has been put to 
good use, as anyone who visits 
Missouri Hills can observe. 
Rooms where plaster was fall- 
ing down, walls depressingly 
dirty and dingy, have been ren- 
ovated and painted. Dilapidated 
cottage cooking facilities are 
being replaced with a central 
cafeteria with such efficient in- 
novations as conveyor belts for 
trays, garbage disposals ‘(form- 
erly they buried the garbage), 
dishwashers, and a freezer which 
has been put to use. 

“There were chicken houses, 
dairy barns, mule barns, and all 
were a loss,” James said. “It 
cost the city $5000 a year to 
feed the chickens and where the 
eggs went no one knows. The 
supposedly prize dairy herd had 
gone to pot and the boys were 
drinking skimmed milk.”

DUCATION was a haphazard 
matter at the institution with 
classes conducted in each cot- 
tage, subject to interruption for 
chores around the place. There 
were no high school classes at 
all. James asked the Board of 
Education to take over a build- 
ing as a school and another one 
as an industrial arts building. 

“I told them we needed a lot 
of expensive things, lathes, tools, 
leather and metal working equip- 
ment. They did the whole thing 
across the line. (Superintendent 
Philip) Hickey was wonderful 
about it.” 

The industrial arts building 
now has an impressive array of 
shining new equipment. School 
rooms are bright, cheery, newly 
furnished.

Personnel was the biggest 
problem at the institution for. 
as James stated in his frank 
report to the Board of Chil- 
dren's Guardians on November 
14, 1952: “The greatest concern 
.. . has been that the superin- 
tendent has not been qualified 
or capable of running the insti- 
tution.” At first it seemed that 
the change would not be too 
difficult. James was told that 
the superintendent had agreed 
to resign to accept a job else- 
where. 


“Just to show you how naive 
a supposedly smart business 
man can be, I swallowed the 
story without question,” James 
says with some _ disgust. “I 
called a meeting of the 36 em- 
ployes to explain that the su- 
perintendent was leaving and 
that Charles Farris would be 
acting superintendent until we 
found a man. 

“Then the whole meeting went 
into an uproar. One man got up 
and said, ‘Well, if he leaves, I 
do, too.’ And then another and 
another. The whole thing was 
planned; some of them even had 
prepared speeches, most of them 
extremely derogatory to me. I 
could see the entire staff walk- 
ing out, leaving me with 150 
boys.” 

James nevertheless decided to 
stick to his guns. 

“We're not going to let the 
tai] wag the dog,” he told them. 
“Bellefontaine Farms can get 
along without everyone in this 
room. But I want to say this. 
There's only one thing makes 
a person take a job as house 
parent jin a place like this and 
that’s a big heart. I don’t want 
you to stay on my account— 
you don’t even know me—but 
when you go back to your rooms 
I want you to look at yourself 
in the mirror. Say to yourself: 
‘I have a big heart or I wouldn't 
be here.’

“They told me it would take 
months, that we'd have te have 
a civil service board of three 
people to pass on them.” he 
recalis.

ITHIN 24 hours he had 
W pickea Joseph Gorman and 

Robert Hicks, experienced 
and sympathetic child welfare 
workers, and within the week a 
board had passed on them. Their 
first task was to screen the boys, 
some of whom had been in the 
institution two or three years. 
almost forgotten by authorities 
and families. Many were put on 
“community trial,” the term 
used for parole. 

“Meanwhile we looked for a 
superintendent,” James contin- 
ues, “and then the good Lord 
smiled and we found J. W. 
two-fisted 
but with a heart of gold.” 

Hord, a former Marine, teach- 
er, coach and, most recently, 
placement supervisor for the 
state Board of Training Schools, 
has had the help of DeVere R. 
Whitesell, and together they 
have inaugurated a close rela- 
tionship between themselves and 
the boys. Boys are interviewed 
by Whitesell as soon as they 
have been sentenced. He also 
visits their parents and learns 
of their home background. The 
boys have a 10-day indoctrina- 
tion period in the reception cot- 
tage, and then are assigned to 
one of the other eight cottages. 

“We try to fit a boy into the 
cottage,” Whitesell says. “We 
may know that he has never had 
much of a father and feel that 
he needs a strong father figure, 
So we assign him to a cottage 
where the man has a strong per- 
sonality. Or we may decide that 
he can’t take a strong father, so 
we assign him to a cottage where 
the woman is more dominant. If 
there are clashes, we may move 
him to another cottage, but we 
don’t move him just to let him 
run away from problems.” 

“I think if we’ve made any 
improvement here it’s due to one 
thing,” Hord adds, “and that is 
that we are constantly available. 
We never refuse a boy an oppor- 
tunity to talk to us.” 

The Board of Children’s 
Guardians, meanwhile, had un- 
dergone renovations, too. Daniel 
Sullivan had taken over and, 
according to James, “The board 
began to live when he came to 
us.” 

All the changes were not easy 
and there were many “heart- 
aches, headaches, much criticism 
and loss of sleep,” James re- 
calls. A man who refers to him- 
self at a “Republicrat” with no 
political leanings, he is quick 
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get out of line. A gym. 
tional facilities of afl kinds” 

Hord has taken one tn 
granting privileges by ling 
a furlough system. Beys new 
are permitted to go home 
week-ends on good 
Parents must escort the boys te 
and from home, thus 
parental interest as well. 
no longer are “lost” for twe or 
three years; nine months is an 
average term in the institution. 

The decline of runaways seems 
to point to improved morale. 
When Hord took over there 
were as many as nine in one 
morning. Now half a dozen @ 
month is average for the 150 
boys. 

“We don't get too alarmed 
about occasional runaways,” 
Hord says, “because when a boy 
is caught running away it gives 
us a chance to get to the bot- 
tom of his problems.” 


* _ - 
OUSE parents who have 
been there several years, 
such as Mr. and Mrs. Edward 
Holschen, think that morale and 
general conditions are tremen- 
dously improved. George Moak, 
an employe for almost 25 years, 
feels the biggest step forward 
has been the abandonment of 

corporal punishment. 

“Beating boys never solved 
any problems,” he says. “I can 
do more by talking than I ever 
could with a strap.” 

There are still many improve- 
ments needed at the institution, 
Hord and James admit. Recrea- 
tion facilities have been limited’ 
and with the elimination of the 
farm program, boys often have 
much too much time on their 
hands. Physica! facilities still 
have a long way to go and many 
small items—such as pictures to 
hang on the wall, pictures of 


airplanes and Indians, could be * 


used to advantage. But a new

Glamor? Let It 
Come from Within 


LILLY DACHE, one of America’s favorite 
and best-known milliners, creates 9,000 
hats a year. She says most of her customers 
ask the same question when they try on a 
new hat: “Does it make me look glamorous?" 

Daché to telll its readers 
her opinions on glamor. Here they are—and 
she says men can benefit by them, too. 


USE I'M FRENCH by birth, peo- 
B x always ask me: Who has 


more glamor—French women or 
American? To me that is a foolish 
question. Glamor has no nationality, 
any more than it has an age limit. 

Today, a French woman and an 
American woman have exactly the 
same Opportunities to maintain and de- 
velop glamor. There is no excuse now 
for any woman not to be attractive and 
well-groomed: beauty advice is on all 
sides, beauty products are easily avail- 
able and the most inexpensive clothes 
are smartly styled. 

Many women think they can become 
glamorous by using a new shade of lip- 
stick or buying a very expensive dress. 
It is not so. It might be the reddest 
lipstick in the world or a million-dollar 
dress, but, if the woman doesn't have 
a mind that is glamorous, she'll never 
look that way. 

What is a glamorous mind? It's a 
mind that is awake, alert, eager to 


learn new things. I know from experi- 
ence that even one of my most alluring 
hats can’t do a thing for a woman who 
wears a blank expression. To me, a 
glamorous face is alive; the eyes spar- 
kle. A dull, disinterested look doesn’t 
even suggest glamor. 

Don't make the mistake of putting 
an age limit on glamor; there isn’t any. 
Years ago, a woman “retired” the day 
she put 40 candles on her birthday 
cake. I remember how shocked I was 
when I went back home to France 
after several years to see how my 
mother had changed. She was only 40, 
but, like many women of her genera- 
tion, she believed that life was over 
for her when her children grew up and 
left home. Women used to turn into 
old ladies over night. No more. Now 
it’s hard to tell whether a woman is 28 


or 48. I get fooled myself many times. 


The time to start worrying about 
glamor is at 16, not 40. My pet beauty 
rule is “Preserve, not erase.” In other 
words, don’t wait until your skin is 
wrinkled and your hair drab and then 
try to work miracles. Every young girl 
should develop a daily beauty routine 
and stick to it as faithfully as she 
brushes her teeth. Beauty is a matter 
of discipline and neglect is its greatest 
enemy 


You shouldn’t stint on beauty aids, 
especially after 40. Many women get 


frugal just at the age when they need 
to take special care of themselves. The 
housewife who prefers to buy a new 
knickknack for a crowded shelf and 
go without face creams is making a big 
mistake. Her husband wants her to 
look prettier, not the shelf. 

I like to remind my friends that in 
China, doctors traditionally were paid 
before people got sick—it was their job 
to prevent their “patients” from becom- 
ing ill.

The real tell- 
tale of age is a person’s walk, not her 
wrinkles. A flexible walk is as impor- 
tant to glamor after 40 as any other 
single quality. This calls for regular

exercise. I do the old standby touch- 
fingertips-to-toes 20 times every morn- 
ing. At first I was ready to collapse but 
I kept at it and now it’s as easy as 
waving my hand. Every woman should 
exercise, if she’s physically able. The 
important thing is to exercise every 
day, not now and then. This goes for 
men, too. There'd be a lot slimmer (and 
more glamorous) waistlines in the male 
department if the gentlemen would do 
a little waist-bending. 

Don't let yourself get too thin if 
you're middle-aged. There’s a tense, . 
nervous air that goes with being skinny.

I’m an ardent believer in early rising:

3,000 billion billion miles away

MT. PALOMAR, CALIF. 
HE BREATH-TAKING photographs you see 
at left will soon appear in what may 
well be the most expensive atlas ever 
published. 

Called the Sky Atlas, it will contain 1,758 
such photographs, and you can buy a copy for 
$2,000. Or, if you can use lots of 100 or more, 
you can get it at the bargain price of about 
$1,600 per copy. 

The first section of the Sky Atlas, the world’s 
first comprehensive map of the heavens, will be 
published in 1955. Other sections will be added 
annually until the atlas is completed—probably 
in 1957 or later. Photographs will cover three- 
quarters of the entire universe. This is every- 
thing that can be seen through the two gigantic 
telescope-cameras here on Mt. Palomar—the 48- 
inch “Big Schmidt” and the 200-inch Hale— 
which are operated as “partners” in the Sky 
Survey begun in 1949 under sponsorship of the 
National Geographic Society and California 
Institute of Technology’s Palomar Observatory. 

The Schmidt, with its wide-angle reflector, 
“sees wide,” and can photograph an area as big 
as 200 moons at one time. It penetrates the 
heavens to a depth of 3,000 billion billion miles 
(3 followed by 21 zeros). 


The Hale ‘Sees Far’ 


BJECTS OF special interest found in pic- 
QO tures taken by the Schmidt are photo- 
graphed in larger dimensions by the Hale, 
which “sees far.” Light it captures from the 
farthest faint star has been on its way to earth 
for two billion years—and in a year light travels 
six trillion miles. ‘ 

Although the Schmidt probes interstellar 
space only about one-third as far as the Hale, 
it can cover on a single photograph -500 times 
as great a sky area. What the 48-inch Schmidt 
has accomplished ‘in the past five years would 
take the 200-inch Hale 5,000 years. 

Tourists who come here to Palomar hoping to 
“look through” the 200-inch telescope for 4 
close-up of the mountains of the maon or those 
“canals” on Mars are frequently 
Actually, the Hale is the world’s largest camera, 
and like any other camera it records what it 
“sees” on film or plates. Astronomers themselves 
rarely look through it. They simply focus it on 
a particular spot in the heavens. | 

Says Ben Traxler, chief electrician here: 
“Photographic plates are so much more effective 
than the human eye that using the eye is really 
a waste of time. Everything the eye cam see, @ 
plate can record permanently for study by scien- 
tists. Our Sky Atlas, for example, will consist of 
14-by-14-inch photographs printed from glass 
plates. : yey 

“I explain to tourists that our telescope e is the 
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most delicate star camera in existence—which is 
why we can’t let them get close to it. The heat 
of their bodies is enough to disturb the instru- 
ment’s adjustment. And when I tell them the 
telescepe cost about $6,000,000, they seem to 
understand.” 

The main job of the Palomar giant is to gather 
light from even the faintest celestial body bil- 

- lions of miles out in space. For this purpose it is 
equipped with a 200-inch mirror, which weighs 
14% tons and has a reflecting surface of alu- 
minum just a few millionths of an inch thick. 
This mirror, the largest ever made, reflects about 
one million times as much light as the human 
eye. Reflected light, directed to sensitive plates, 
produces the pictures. 

Each area of the sky is photographed on two 
plates, one sensitive to red light, the other to 
blue. Red stars register on red-sensitive plates, 
blue stars on blue. Red stars are relatively cool. 
Biue stars are hot, some many times hotter than 
our sun. Comparing the brightness of the stars as 
shown on both plates reveals their color. This 
gives an indication of their temperature, which 
in turn is an important clue to their life history. 

It is this sort of history that is being recorded 
for the Sky Atlas today at Palomar. Astronomers 
R. G. Harrington and George Abel, who are cur- 
rently photographing star fields from 8:30 each 
night until 4:30 the following morning, claim 
that even at $2,000 the book “would be a great 
buy.” The reason is that it will reveal stars, 
galaxies, clusters of giant nebulae, space dust 
and gas never before photographed. From these 
pictures scientists may be able to determine the

of study. 

As one result of the sky survey, for example, 
astronomers already are busy correcting the 
most stupendous error man ever made. For 
measurements at Palomar show that the entire 
visible universe outside our own galaxy is twice 
as far away, twice as old and eight times as big 
as science previously thought. 

In any case, the Sky Atlas will map man’s lat- 
est adventure with the telescope—the instrument 
that provided Galileo with proof that our earth 
is not the center of the universe, tested Newton's 

law of motion and proved Einstein’s theory of 
relatively correct. Here, today, that. instrument 
is painting what astronomers sag the iene 
of creation.”

RANCIS “FUNNY GUY” MaArTIN, a sunny 9- 
year-old from lone, Wash., had the most 
important time of his life here this summer. 

To an impressive degree, he closed the. gap 

that separated him from kids who can hear and talk. 
He was one of about 130 Washington boys and 
girls, three out of four of them deaf, partly blind or 
crippled, who discovered the magic of camp fires, 
swimming and overnight hikes at Camp Manitowish. 
(That's Indian-English for “God's Wish.”) As the 
only camp of its kind in America—one that mixes 


the handicapped and the healthy, with the handi- 


capped in the majority—Manitowish is a basic step 
toward bringing normal childhood to our estimated 
1,500,000 crippled youngsters. 3 
Currently, only about 6,500 of them ever taste 
outdoor life, mostly at 50 camps for the handicapped 
scattered around the country. These only tend to 
widen the gap. But at Manitowish—started five years 
ago under the joint sponsorship of nearby Washing-

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ton State College, the Washington Society for Crip- 
pled Children & Adults and the Washington chapter 
of the Easter Seal Society—kids like Francis can learn 
to forget their handicaps. se 

Francis was born deaf, of a deaf mother and father.

Francis learned the wisdom of the counselors: that 
self-reliance comes. from. the inside. When 1 1-year- 
old Beverly Bonham, of, Chelan, tripped with her 
crutches in front of her cabin, he saw the counselors 
look anxiously to see if she was hurt, then wah pony. 
Beverly got up by herself, unembarrassed. 

Francis learned faith. One day, going to swim, he 
passed the towel of 12-year-old Steve Backus, far 
worse off than himself, whose congenital spinal hernia 
made him almost blind and almost helpless. On the 
towel was a necklace with a crystal ball containing 
a single mustard seed. “If ye have faith as a grain 
of mustard seed,” said the inscription, “ye shall say 
unto this mountain, Remove hence to yonder place; 
and it shall remove; and nothing shall be impossible 
unto you.” (Matthew, Chap. 7, Verse 20.) 

Francis looked and saw Steve, sitting in the shal- 
low water where a counselor had carried him, and 
feeling every inch an outdoorsman. 

Francis jumped in and swam. Like a normal boy.

Camp Manitowish’s mixing of handicapped and 
normal kids has paid off. As proof, camp authorities 
cite dozens of thankful letters from parents. 

Francis’ foster mother, with whom he had been 
placed so he could learn the existence of speech, wrote 
before camp began: “These are the things I would like 
him to accomplish: learn to swim and to play with 
other children who can hear and talk.” 

He did better than that. He helped other children 
learn that the handicapped are not “different.” Nor- 
mal Ted Dauer came to look up to him because 
Francis, locked in the eternal silence of his deafness, 
had learned to use his hands—and had become the 
camp expert at rigging fishing lines. 

There were other wondrous changes. Arthur, the 
spastic catsup-lover, went on his first overnight hike— 


and learned he was strong enough to carry weaker 
boys’ knapsacks. Charlie Dickerson, always morbidly 
ashamed of his deformed legs, exposed them for the 
first time in public. Phil Sires, still unused to a world 
outside an iron lung, learned that his unaffected, 
crutch-developed arms and shoulders made him a star 
with a bow and arrow. Steve Backus, Francis’ 12-year- 
old cabin mate, whose spinal hernia made him almost 
sightless and helpless, slowly forced himself to his feet 
by cramming his crutches between a log and a rock. 
Francis himself learned to pronounce “fish,” “bird,” 
“row” and his counselor's namé, Barney. By the time 
camp ended, every boy had grasped the vital fact that 
handicaps, no matter how bad, are seldom total.

N THE LAST FEW WEEKS, the boys—mean- 

ing the football players fresh out of 

\ college—have been going off to camp to 

try their hands at a man’s garne—mean- 

ing pro football. And a lot of them have been 

coming back again, with a scar here and a 

cleat mark there and a lot of wisdom ground 
into their skulls. 

I keep hearing it whispered about that pro- 
fessional football is a game in which the first 
rule is “live and let live,” played by a bunch 
of amiable fellows whose first concern is for 
the paycheck and who just kind of nudge each 
other now and again to keep up appearances. 
Last year in PARADE (Aug. 16, 1953) ‘Bob 
Mathias, the Olympic champ and ex-Stanford 
fullback, said the same thing in kissing off 
college football as too brutal but declaring he 
might play pro. (He didn’t, however; he en- 
tered the Marines instead. ) 

Ever since Mathias’ article, on nights when 
my cranky shoulder (souvenir of a more- 
than-routine nudge one Sunday in Pittsburgh) 
won't let me sleep, I lie around and think up 
answers to him. Most of them go something 
like, “Son, také the word of an old gaffer who 
left half a dozen of his good teeth buried 
somewhere in the Polo Grounds: It just ain't 
so.” 

I say “old gaffer” because I’ve been con- 
nected with football in one way or another 
for more than 25 years—first as a fullback at 
Everett, Mass., High School, then as a center 
at Fordham, and then, for seven seasons, as 
a guard for the New York Giants. I've coached 
pro (with the old Boston Yanks) and now 
I'm coaching college (as line coach for Tuss 
McLaughry at Dartmouth). From 25 years of 
watching, I couldn't say that any group goés 
at it with more zest and fire than the pros. 
The ballplayers who thought pro football was 
“just another job” usually didn’t last out the 
first week in training camp. 


‘Opening the Gate’ 


ACK IN MY DAY with the Giants, Mel Hein 
B and Ward Cuff and Ken Strong and the 
other amiable fellows had a complete 
course mapped out to teach the rookies the 
primary lessons of pro football. From what 
I've been told since, the formations may have 
changed in pro foothall but the mayhem 
hasn't. 
The basic lesson was called ‘ ‘opening the 
gate,” and I don't think anyone since has

figured out a faster, more efficient way of 
weeding out the loudmouths, the over-publi- 
cized college stars and the guys who just went 
through the motions. There were little varia- 
tions for backs, linemen and defenders. 

A halfback, for instance, might be carry- 
ing the ball behind what seemed like a wall 
of interference; yet a moment later he'd be 
smashed into the ground, with half the defense 
on top of him. If he watched closely, he could 
see his key blockers sliding off and giving the 
defenders a chance to unload. One or two 
doses of this usually gave him the right men- 
tal attitude. 

Or a lineman, assigned with another line- 
man to take outa big tackle, would suddenly 
find he was doing the job alone. The other 
had spun away and gone downfield. Or, if 
the rookie was playing defense, the vets on 
offense had a trick of pinning his arm under 
their shoulder pads. 


The Good Ones Stay 

‘VE SEEN ROOKIES so frightened in their first 

| stampede, with its snarling lips, narrowed 

eyes and clenched fists, that they headed 
right back to the hotel, packed their suitcases 
and went home to Mother. Others had the gate 
opened once or twice and decided they'd try 
some other way to make money. But the good 
ones stayed and took it. 

Chris Cagle, the old West Point star, was 
whacked so hard across the chin in his first 
pro game that he needed 12 stitches. His nose 
was flattened on the same play. He had every 
reason to quit, but he didn’t. 

Then there was Ace Gutowski, a fullback. 
He broke his leg in his first scrimmage and 
the Giants let him go. Before the end of the 
season, he was back with the Lions and ran 
us dizzy in a Thanksgiving game.

The few times I deliberately eased up, I re-learned the lesson 
that you just don’t play that way in the big leagues. One day 
I trapped Davey O’Brien, then quarterbacking the Eagles, 
against the sidelines. I thought, “Poor little guy, I won't tackle 
him, Fil just shove him out of bounds.” He gave me the most 
vicious straight arm I’ve ever felt, and accidentally punched 
a thumb in my eye at the same time. Then someone jumped 
on my legs from behind. Blind, lame and dazed, I-stumbled 
to the bench. And this is the game no one plays for keeps! 

Sometimes you defend yourself with wits instead of brawn. 
Once a Lion halfback was off on an end sweep, with only 
me between him and a touchdown. He had three blockers. 
I knew they'd murder me. So just as they bore down for the 
kil, I yelled “Fumble!” By the time they recovered, I had a 
tight hug on the ball carrier. :

HE TRUTH Is that pro football is just as rugged, just as 
T tough and just as spirited as college ball. And just as 
mean, too, if you will. What convinces the spectators that 
the boys are only playing pattycake is that they are evenly 
matched. A pro knows how to dish out the rough stuff, but 
the guy on the other end knows how to take it.

OME MONTHS AGO, a prominent rancher 
strode into the. Basin State Bank at 
Stanford, Mont., and called for his 
safe-deposit box, containing $50,000 
in Government bonds. Without stopping to 
check the contents, he shoved the box under 
his arm, barged out the front door and roared 
off in a big car toward Helena. But some- 
where between the two cities the rancher 
and his bonds parted company. He never 
would say what happened to them. ‘ 

“Someone robbed or rolled him,” bank 
president N. B. Matthews figures. “He was 
ashamed to talk about it. We spoke to him, 
the Sheriff and I, but he wanted to forget the 
whole thing. Fact is, he made us promise we 
wouldn't tell his wife. He felt someone had 
made a fool of him, and no man likes to 
remember that.” 

When the rancher died cab, his widow 
found their safe-deposit box empty. Banker 
Matthews explained what had happened, 
then searched the bank’s records and fur- 
nished her with a list of the missing bonds. 
She thereupon filled out the papers her hus- 
band had been too embarrassed to sign and 
without further red tape the Treasury De- 
partment replaced the whole $50,000 in 
bonds. 


Just like that, Uncle Sam stands ready at 
all times to make good any savings bonds that 
are lost, stolen or destroyed. The serial num- 
bers and purchasers’ names are recorded on 
a master list, kept under lock and key in the 
Treasury Department’s Chicago office. So, if 
some mishap befalls your bonds, you can get 
your investment back. Just notify the Bureau 
of Public Debt, Division of Loans and Cur- 
rency, 536 South Clark St., Chicago 5, Ill. 

This explains why U. S. savings bonds are 
the safest investment in the world. Even if 
your bonds are stolen and cashed by the 
thief, you still get reimbursed. The anes 
Service will take care of the thief. 

For example: 

At Highland Park, Mich., “Funeral Ben” 
Synkowski used to watch the death notices, 
then loot the homes of the bereaved during 
the funerals. He got away with it until he 
made the mistake of swiping $1,200 in 


Government bonds and forging the owner's 


signature. The Secret Service moved in, sent

“corrective” operation. The federal 
judge ordered a physical examination, 
decided Norton would have to take 
his medicine—like a man. 

At Arlington, Va., Secret Service 
agents investigated a $150 bond theft 
and ended by solving a murder. When 
they nabbed the thief, James Thomas 
Nolan, and asked him how he’d cashed 
the bonds, he finally confessed that he 
had murdered the bondholder and 
used the victim’s identification. 

Thanks to the Secret Service's re- 
lentless efficiency, stolen-forged bond 
cases have been reduced from 16,056 
six years ago to 4,345 last year. It has 
reached the point that most profes- 
sional thieves, ransacking a house, 
won't touch Government bonds. Moral: 
If you’re in the habit of hoarding cash 
around the house, convert it to savings 
bonds instead. They’re safer (and 
draw interest, too). 

Today, 40 milion Americans hold 
a staggering, record total of $37,500,- 
000,000 in E and H bonds—the largest 
Savings program in history. What's 
more, they’re buying new bonds at a 
monthly rate of $400 million. 

Savings bonds have tided over many 
families in bad times, even whole 
communities. In the winter of 1948- 
49, for example, an economic disaster 
struck Grant’s Pass, Ore. The town’s 
lumber industry collapsed; all the fac- 
tories in the area closed down. Yet, 
despite the sudden unemployment, re- 
tail business held up. Puzzled business- 
men formed a committee and called 
on the two local banks for an explana- 
tion. 

“Our people are simply cashing in 
their Government bonds,” reported 
the bankers. “Those bonds have saved 
our city from a serious depression.” 

Within a few months Grant’s Pass 
had overcome the crisis and was back 
to normal. Now, more than ever, its 
citizens salt away Government bonds 
as insurance against recession. 

The Treasury Department has been 
deluged with letters from enthusiastic 


tana rancher's fortune. Cashier M. O. 


bondholders—letters like the one from 
George Pitt of Newport Beach, Calif., 
who wrote simply: “When my boy was 
born, Sept. 22, 1938, I bought him 
one $25 bond and. continued each 
month thereafter to do the same until 
he had accumulated about $5,000 in 
bonds. I did this to provide a college 
education for him, which unfortun- 
ately I lack..As I am a person well 
along in years, I now have the satis- 
faction of knowing that the boy’s edu- 
cation will not become a drain on me 
when I can least afford it,” 

Bryan Holloman, a Norfolk, Va., 
shipyard worker, signed up for the 
payroll savings plan in April, 1942. 
Two years later, he was stricken with 
rheumatic fever. His savings-bond nest 
egg paid all his medical bills. Today 
he has accumulated another $6,000 in 
bonds, well on his way to an $11,250 
retirement goal. 


Mr. and Mrs. America Save 


A. Squires of Naperville, Ill, 
has been supporting a wife and 
five children on a_ furniture 

hiker’s salary. Yet he has managed to 

save over $6,000 in Government bonds 
against future need. 

John Walsh of Malden, Mass., a

HIS YEAR John Wayne, movies’ high 

man on the box-office totem pole, will 
make approximately $500,000. 

Anyone not too dazzled by that figure 

should be able to break it down to just 

over $1,923 fot each working day. It 


makes a tidy sum, even for an ex-football . 


player who stands 64”, weighs 210 Ibs. 
and supports, in addition to himself, two 
ex-wives, two sons, Pat and Mike (see 
front cover), two daughters, various em- 
ployes and two large, hungry dogs. 

Just how does a man go about earning 
1,923 dollar bills a day? Wayne himself 
has said on repeated occasions: “I’m no 
actor. Never have been. All I can do is 
sell sincerity and I’ve been selling the hell 
out of that ever since I started.” However, 
Duke (a nickname he picked up as a kid 
back in Winterset, lowa) is noted for un- 
derstatements. 

Take a look at the working Wayne on 
location for The Conqueror, a million- 
dollar epic just made by RKO. He plays 
the part of Genghis Khan, the Mongol 
warrior who conquered most of Asia. 

The real Genghis operated out of the 
Gobi Desert, so Duke had to trade his 
comfortable North Hollywood home and 
swimming pool for six weeks on the steam- 
ing Escalante Desert in southern Utah— 
as Gobi-like as any spot in the U. S. He 
set up headquarters in a plain little house 
in nearby St. George (pop. 3,951). 
“Scotty,” his cook and handy man, stayed 
with him; on occasion, one or more of his 
children came to visit. That was it—no 
luxury, no lavish surroundings, no pool, 
no indirect lighting, no nightclubs. 

Daily at 6 a.m. (an hour when bank 
clerks or teachers who make a mere $10 a 
day are sleeping soundly) Wayne an- 
swered “make-up” call. That was when 
husky Web Overlander, who has been 


Duke’s make-up man for 20 years, ar- ~ 


rived—ready for battle. 


Too Many Massages? 
T’s ALWAYS a fight,” says Overlander. 
“Duke hates to be made up. Why, he 
even claims I made his hair thin out

At any rate, with Oriental eye make-up 
in place and a half-moon mustache care- 
fully glued to his upper lip, Wayne then 
rode 18 miles out into the desert. En route, 
he repeated to himself the lines he had 
memorized the previous evening.

“I can't stand 
these fancied-up lines with adjectives 
modifying dangling’ participles,” he says. 

On location—a vast stretch of sandy red 
wasteland, dotted with authentic Mongol 
huts (made out of burlap and blankets by

by reservation), horses, wranglers, stunt-_ 


men and crew members—Wayne was a 


Popular figure. He answered each “Good ~ 


morning” with a broad Irish “It is that, 
indeed!” He'd trade friendly punches with 
a couple of wranglers, talk quietly to the 
horse he would ride that day, struggle into 
his.costume, and by 8 o'clock be ready for 
a cup of coffee from the coffee wagon. 

Shooting began at 9. Thereafter, 
Wayne's $1,923 working day usually in- 
cluded: 

1) Wearing boots, fur-banded helmet 
and heavy wool costume for hours in tem- 
peratures that soared to 130°. (The cam- 
eras were draped with wet towels to keep 
the color film from melting.) 

2) Risking his neck several times, on 
horseback and off, in genuinely dangerous 
scenes. (The action called for him to 
plunder a village, capture Tartar princess 
Susan Hayward, fight off Tartar hordes. 
“This is a regular Chinese Western,” he 
commented one day after a stampede 
scene. “I get them all.”) | 

3) A quick lunch in a trailer-dressing 
room. (Menu: cottage cheese, fruit, iced 
tea—and occasionally, as a special treat, a 
can of tomatoes. ) 

4) Standing for hours in the blazing 
sun, repeating one scene over and over as 
many as 15 times until direcfor Dick 
Powell and the cameramen were satisfied. 


Time Out for Dinner 


HE WaYNE work day ended at 6 or 7 
p.m.—that is, Duke was free to. shed 
his costume and go back to St. George 


for a shower and dinner. Later, he'd join — 


Powell to see rushes of the day’s work and 
talk over progress of the film. If he was 
lucky and the rushes looked good, Wayne 
could go home, learn his lines for the next 
day and hit the hay about 10:30. (He 
likes to read himself to sleep with books 
on Indian history.) Next morning: more 
of the same. 

The Conqueror did afford Wayne one 
big thrill: he played a scene with his 19- 


year-old son, Mike. Mike took the part of | 


a Mongol who fell asleep on guard duty. 
He was dragged in before the Khan, who 
thundered: “Hang him!” 

“He looked more scared of me than he 
ever did in real life,” says Wayne. “My 


‘kids may be actors in spite of themselves.” 


As forghe Duke himself, acting is his 
chief source of income—but by no means 
the only one. He controls his own film 
company, Batjac Productions, which re- 
leases at least three movies a year. He is 
under contract to RKO at $1,000 a week 
for 450 weeks. He must star in one film a 
year for Warner Brothers at $150,000. 
He has an agreement with Argosy Pro- 
ductions to make a film whenever director

Tack onto this fact that every movie 
company in town is after the 47-year-old 
actor and you have a fair idea of his 
schedule. Typically, not long ago, he got a 
certified check for $400,000 to star in a 
King Bros. movie called Indian Fighter. 
He sent it back with a three-word answer: 
“Sorry, too busy.” 

Why is the Duke so popular? Says John 
Ford: “He’s as good an actor as you'll 
find in Hollywood; his performances have 
an awful lot of depth.” Say his friends: 
“He’s well-liked because he is the same 
character on-screen as off: modest, fist- 
handy, honest and incredibly loyal.” Says 
Wayne, himself: “I don’t know why peo- 
ple like me. I must've played in 125 pic- 
tures before I was worth a nickel at the box 
office. Maybe it’s because people know 
they can count on me for escape. I don't 
worry an audience with problem pictures.” 

Yet, though this approach garners such 
a handsome gross, Wayne nets surprisingly 
little of it. Twenty per cent goes to his first 
wife, Josephine Saenz Wayne—who di- 
vorced him in 1943 after 10 years of mar- 
riage—for family support.
